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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Only One Answer 


The town has been in an uproar since Tuesday night, 
the 22nd of March, when a majority of the School Com- 
mittee voted not to retain Junior High School Principal 
Benjamin F. Dimlich in that position. 


Many residents, and the newspapers, were immediately 
critical of the Committee for going into an alleged execu- 
tive session, while allowing townspeople to remain in the 
meeting. Since then, there has been at least one legal 
opinion that this is not a legal procedure under the sta- 
tutes of the Commonwealth — known better as the ‘‘open 
meeting’”’ law, 

Most of those who read this newspaper know our feel- 
ings about this amazing Committee decision and it appears 
that most share our belief that it made a mockery of the 
Committee’s announced purpose of “‘protecting** Mr. Dim- 
lich’s reputation. 

But exclusion of the press is only one of the issues at 
stake here. 

Perhaps the most important is Ben Dimlich, himself. 

Quite apart from any legal interpretations as to whether 
a hearing is required, he deserves one, to which any re- 
sident may address pertinent remarks, 

By their handling of this situation, members of the 
School Committee created a public issue, which must now 
be heard publicly. 

If it is not, the impression will always linger that fair- 
ness to an individual was of little concern to the Com- 
mittee majority. 

Residents of the community have a lot at stake in the 
school system. They have a right to know the facts — 
which can only be established by a public hearing, when 
boti: sides of this story can be told. We urge the School 
Board to initiate such a hearing immediately.

But we hope they’ll be sufficiently happy with the 
prospect of better services to endure the nuisances with- 
out too much complaint.

At every fourth household, the 
census taker will leave a Census 
Household Questionnaire which 
contains additional questions 
covering population and housing 
characteristics which are being 
asked of a 25 percent sample of the 
Nation’s population, Householders 
are requested to fill out the house= 
hold questionnaire and mail it with- 
in three days to the local census 
district office.

The ‘‘sample’’ population ques= 
tions include inquiries on country 
of birth, mother tongues of foreign 
born, schooling, employment, in= 
come and related items, The addi- 
tional housing questions related to 
rent or value of dwelling, heating 
equipment, water supply, and other 
facilities and equipment. 

The district supervisor pointed 
out that information about in- 
dividuals and their homes fur- 
nished to the Census Bureauis kept 
confidential under Federal law. 
Only statistical totals and averages 
are published, No individual person 
can be identified in published re- 
ports and census information can- 
not be used for regulation, inves- 
tigation, or taxation. 

Householders will not have any 
difficulty identifying the takers of 
the Census. 

Each census taker will be pro- 
vided with a red, white, and blue 
identification card to be wornon the 
lapel.
